placing the type on a revolving cylinder, in contact 
with which revolved four iron impression cylinders, 
each one carrying sheets of paper. This rotary 
press was known as Hoe’s “lightning press.” | 

~Richard’s son, the second Robert, and the one 
who died a week ago in London, was born in New 
York City in 1839, and was just a little over 70 at 
the time of his death. The Hoe “lightning press.” 
invented by. the father of the second Robert, al- 
thoggh a very great improvement over previous 
presses, was a clumsy affair. Ths type was fas- 


tened, not very securely, along a part of the cir- | 


cumference of a revolving drum or cylinder. Around 
this were grouped from four to ten “impression 
cylinders.” Each of these required a separate pile 
of paper and a separate pressman. Each revolu- 
tion of the big drum printed from four to ten 
copies on one side only. The machinist who died

SAN DIEGO ,TOO LATE. 


San Francisco Chamber of Commerce 
Cannot Approve Southern City’s 
Exposition Plans. 

Through its president, James Mc- 


Commerce has announced that it can- 
not coUperate with the San Diego 
Chamber of Commerce in the project 
of the latter for a Panama-California 
exposition in the Southern city in 1915, 
in celebration of the opening of the 
Panama Canal. The reason stated is 
that the San Francisco chamber, and 
other commercial organizations of 
that city, foresaw the importance to 
the Pacific Coast of the opening of the 
canal, and, as early as 1904, planned 
to celebrate the event with an im- 
pressive and comprehensive ceclebra- 
tion. 
In a letter addressed to the San 
Diego Chamter of Commerce, Mr. 
MeNab states that various initiatory 
proceedings lave been taken in the in- 
terest of a Pacific Ocean exposition in 
San Francisco; that the plans have 
been brought to the attention of the 
State Legislature, of Congress, and of 
the President of the United States, and 
that at no time since 1904, with the 
exception .of the disaster period in 
1906, has the plan been out of the pub- 
lig mind. ee 
Twice, it is stated, the San Francisco 
Chamber of Commerce has sent a rep- 
resentative to the Isthmus of Panama 
to report on canal conditions, and, in 
order to popularize the canal project 
and assist in the education of .the

results which will necessarily follow 
if we accept Senator Bulla’s recom- 
mendation and procure a division of 
the State along the line marked out 
by the Pico. act. These resulis may 
be separated into three divisions. First, 
the taxes which the city of Los An- 
geles will be compelicd to pay upun 
that portion of ite water system north 
of the line of division; second, the in- 
ability of the city to protect its rights 
through the exercise of what is known 
as the doctrine of. eminent domain, 
and, third, the danger of losing th: 
property entirely. 

GIVES NORTH STRONG GRIP. 
Under the provisions of Section.1 of 
Article 13 of the Constitution of thfs 
State, which will, of course, be the 
Constitution of the State of Caltfornia, 
rafter a division is had, all property I” 
the State must be taxed in proportion 
to its value, except that property used 
for free public libraries, free museums, 
erowing crops,. p rty used exclu- 
‘sively for public sc is and such as 
may belong to the United Staces. to 
the State of California, or to any coun- 
ty or to ahy municipal corporation 
within the State of California, shall 
be exelivpt from taxation. 

Tt will thus be seen that if the 
State is divided, the city of Los An- ' 


division, Aubiect te such taxation as 
may he imposed thereon by the laws 
of the State of California. 

As nearly as I am able to estimate, 
this property will congist of 20,060 
inches of water, valued at $59,000,000: 
140 miles of condust north of the line of 
division, valued at $20,000,000, and 110.- 
000 acres of land in the Owens River 
Valley, valued at $1,650,000, and aggre- 
gating in valine $71,660,000. I do not 
know what the present tax rate of 
Inyo county is. In 1907, the State and 
county tax rate there was $2 per hup- 
dred. You may rest assured, how- 
ever. that if we secede from California, 
whatever portion of our property which 
remains in the northern State, will be 
aenessed by the officiais there at a high 
valuation. The saving of annual taxes 
which we will be compelled to pay up- 
on this enormous amount of property 
will be spffcient alone to more than 
offset any disadvantages whicn the 
city of Los Angeles Row sustuins by 
reason of being a part of the State of 
California. 

DEPRIVES US OF RIGHTS. 

Another serious detriment will be 
the deprivation of the right of the city 
to resort to the courts to acquire, by 
condemnation proceedings, additional 
water, rvoir sites, or other prop- 
erty which, as the population of Los 
Angeles increases, we will naturally 
need: The city may now, at any time, 
or at any piace within the present 
limite of the State of Californm, con 
demn and take such private propert 
as may be necessary to acquire new 
or enlarge its present holdings, but if 
the State is divided, it would not be 
allowed to exercise this right in the 
northern State. 

Tt is a well recognized principle of 
law that one State cannot appropriate 
to its public uses any property what-. 
ever in the ‘territory. of another State. 
To admit that any municipal corpora- 
tion, of the new State could, by con- 
demnation, acquire any property what- 
ever in the old State, would be to as- 
sert that the sovereignty of one State 
extends beyond fits territorial .limits 
and over the property of another State. 
To state this proposition is to refute 
it. The city of Los Angeles wvuld be, 
after the division of the State, a pe- 
litical subdivision of the new State, 
and if the new State could not exer- 
cise eminent domain within the boun- 
daries of another State. then a polit- 
feal subdivision thereof could not do 
so, (See McCarter v. Hudson. River 
Water Co. 70 N. J. eq. 695; 118 Amer. 


LOSS OF WATER SYSTEM. 

A third and the most serious danger 
would be the | te loss of the. 
Owens River water system. Article 14 
of the Constitution of the State of 
California declares that the use of all 
water now, or #1] that may be here- 
after, appropriated for sale, rental or 
distribution, is a public use and sub- 
ject to the regulation and contro! of 
the State In the manner to be pre- 
ecribed by law. It has been repeatediv 
held by the highest courts tn the land 
that the waters of a State are vested 
in all the people of the State In their

U. S&S 881: Martin v. Waddell, 16 
Peters 410.) and, inasmuch as the 
State in ite sovereign capacity is the 
owner of all the water within it, so

NOT A MERE THEORY. 


This is not a theoretical danger. 


The principle of law involved is not| 


theoretical, but has been sanctioned 
by the highest tribunal in the land. 
Several years ago a New York cor- 
poration, known as the Hudson River 
Water Company, acquired vast water 
rights upon the Passaic River, in New 
Jersey: It built reservoirs and con-

unlawful for any person or corporation 
to transfer, through pipes, conduits or 
otherwise, the waters of any fresh wa- 
ter lake or stream from a point in 
New Jersey into any other State. 
Thereupon the Attorney-General of 
New Jersey brought an action in the 
Chancery Court of that State, to re- 
strain the water cotnpany from con- 
voying water out of the State. The 
water company attacked the constitu- 
tionality of the statute and, after a 
full and elaborate argument by some 
of the most eminent attorneys in the 
nation, 
the Vice-Chaneeilor, restraining 
company from further operations. 
LOSES ALL APPEALS. 

The water company theréupon ap- 
| pealed to the Court of Errors and Ap- 
peals of New Jersey, that beirig the 
highest court tn that State, where the 
case was again thoroughly argued by 
eminent counsel and the decree of the 
Vice-Chancellor was affirmed. The 
Court of Errore and Appeals, in af- 
firming the decree of the Vice-Chan- 
cellor, held that; neither under the 
common law nor the statutes of New 
Jersey was there any right in the ri- 
parian owner, as such, to divert the 
water of lakes or streams in order to 
make merchandise of it, or for any 
other than riparian uses, except as to 
a limited class of purposes beneficial 
te the people New Jersey; that the 
State in its sovereign capacity con- 
trolled the fresh-water lakes and nat- 
ural streams, subject. to the use 
therein by riparian owners for lim- 
ited purposes; and ‘that the Leégisia- 
ture had the power to, and might, at 
any time,.and without giving any rea- 
son therefor, prohibit the abstraction 
of such water, save for riparian uses 
and for purposes authorized by legis- 
lative grants within the State. 

It also id that the statute did not 
violate the interstate commerce clause 
of the Federal Constitution, because 
water abstracted contrary to the stat- 
utory prohibition could not legiti- 
mately enter into interstate commerce. 
(McCarter v. Hadson Water Co. 70 N. 
J. Eq. 695; 118 Amer. St. Hep. 753.) 

The water company: sued out a 
of error to the Supreme Court of the 
United States and that corrt, after 
another full and exhaustive argument 
of the subject and a thorough exami- 
nation of the constitutionality of the 
statute, affirmed the decree of the 
New Jersey. court, and established for 
all time, the right of the 6tate, as the 
owner of all the water therein, to for- 
bid its transportation to a foreign ju- 
risdiction. (See Hudson River Water

VESTED RIGHTS LOST. 

I have heard it said that if the State 
be divided,: Los Angeles would never- 
theless have a vested right to the wa- 
ter in the Owens River Valiey, and 
that it would not be competent for the 
Legigiature of the old State to inter- 
fere with the use thereof. This prop- 
osition is untenable. As long as Los 
Angeles remains a part of the State of 
California, the people of the State are 
willing, and, speaking through their 
Laegisiature, have, in the most formal 
way. consented that Los Angeles 
shall enjoy, for ite own sole use and 
benefit, a portion of the property of 
the whole people and thet it shal! hold

great and prosperous. Without that |’ 


water, bankruptcy will be our portion. 

It may be said that the Legislature 
of the. northern State would mot dare 
to attempt to deprive Los Angeles of 
ite water supply. or that the people 
of the northern State would not tol- 
erate any interference with ‘the right 
of Los Angeles to use the waters of 
that. State.. 

That is not the question which we 
have to consider.. The question is, 
would the. Legislature ofthe northern 
State have the power to deprive us of 
that water. If so, and I submit that 
I have demonstrated beyond question 
that it would have such power, then 
the people of Los Angeles, as a matter 
of self-preservation, must oppose the 
division of the State along the line 
marked out by the. Pico Act-of-1960 

If they follow the recommendation of 
Senator Bulla, they must relinquish 
their ‘great water and power system, 
or, rejecting that recommendation, 
hold fast forever their allegiance to | 
the great State of California, beneath 
whose bajmy skies, within whose broad 
domain, and undef the protection of 
whose beneficent laws all of us may 
find happiness and prosperity beyond 
compare.

History of Art in the Lake City Shows

Mr. Castaigne is a better artist 
than he is writer, and is not a great 
artist by any means. However, in his 
book, “The Bili-Toppers” (I had no 
idea it meant “Headliners” until I had 
read the book) Mr. Castaigne enters a 
comparatively untrodden literary field, 
and manages to create a story of con- 
siderable, though sporadic, mterest. 
From the reviews of the book I have 
read, the conclusion I come to is that 
all reviewers are ex-vaudeville 

For Mr. Castaigne’s story 
dealg exclusively with the poorer class 
of vaudeville existence, and the critics 
all tell us that it is wonderfully true 
to that kind of life. Personally, I 
know practically nothing of the inner 
workings of a cheap vaudeville circuit 


and of its sordidness. So, 


for’ the truth of the details in Mr. 
Castaigne’s book I am unable to an- 
swer. However, no details are 
omitted. We get everything in “Lillie 
Clifton’s” life from the time she was 
sitting on her mother’s shoulders who 
was sitting on her father’s shoulders 
who was sitting on a bicycle, to the 
time she gained her ambition as a 
headliner in a London music hall. 
There is occasional humor throughout 
the book, which, helps to illuminate 
the Monotonous sordidness of epee 
life, and the petty ambitions w the 
petty prejudices and petty triumphe 
of the vaudevillianms, are rehearsed by 
the author with occasional interest 
and occasional tediousness. The book 
is altogether too long, thus having a. 
characteristic in common with most 
novels. It is written in a fluent, slip- 
shod manner with about as much lit- 
erary merit as will be found on the 
want ad. pages of today’s issue. The 
chief charm of the book is the illus- 
trated work done by Mr. Castaigne.

Here is another one of those inter- 
minable society ndvels, and though it 
takes a slightly different view toward 
the social world, it, nevertheless, man- 
ages to be quite as devoid of merit 
and interest as its predecessors. It 
tells of a wealthy American w'‘dow 
who endeavors to mingle with the 
elite of Engiand. She is a peculiar, if 
not inconsistent, combination of nai- 
vete and socia] aspiration.

There is a 
sweet but rather pishmince love story 
between the traveling companion of 
Mrs. Gramercy-Park and the heir to 
a dukedom, which gives the tradi- 
tional saccharine flavor to the story 
and makes it impossible for the book 
to end with either heard or imagined 
wedding-belis.

CINCINNATI, Oct. 2.—‘Yes, I have 
received a letter from President Mur- 
phy of the National League club, de- 
manding that the case in which he

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SCIENTIFIC CREDULITY. 
mere has long been bitter controvers 
@ements of theology and students of ph; 
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| ogy rests are treated by most students with very little 

more cererhony than the works of great teachérs in cer- 
tain branches of science. Doctors in theology are put- 
ting forth books which question the Scriptures closely, 
treating them about in the sanié way that students in 
physical phenomena treat Bacon, Newton, Huxley, or 
Darwin. 

But these reflections run in the direction of mutual 
skepticism. What we would speak of is the tendency 
of thought among scientific people to run in the direc- 
tion of mutual credence. The other day at a meéting 
of the most advanced men of science of this age one 
of those whose statements carry greatest weizht read a 
paper the conclusion of which was that animals, includ- 


ery act is determined by a mechanical impulse or chem- 
ical influence and cannot be avoided or made to deviate 
a hair’s breadth from its course by any effort of will on 
the part of the performer. 

Here we have a statement sufficiently radical, far- 
reaching and important to call for the most definite 
proofs. One would say the truly scientific mind could 
not reach such a conclusion on proofs less definite than 
those of a theorem in geometry. Why? Because they 
are so radical, so different from all the human mind 
has held heretofore; because they are so far-reaching, 
calling as they do for a complete reconstruction of hu- 
man language, human thought and human action. : 
Did the statement come accompanied with any defi- 
nite proof? Let us see. The propounder of this radi- 
cal doctrine set out the results of certain studies he had 
made in plant life and growth. He found the sunflower 
turns to the sun because as the rays of the sun fall 
on the stalk of the plant, the side of the stalk in the 
shade grows more rapidly than the one in the light, 
amd this unequal development of the fiber causes con- 
tortion in the stem, hence the turning of the flower to 
the sun. The movement is mechanical, and is caused 
by the chemical action in the plant which makes one 
side grow more rapidly than the other. The man 
learned in biology states his theorem, lays before us 
his proofs as here given, and then writes at the end th 
letters Q. E. D. 
This is done in a sphere of human study where cre- 
dence is branded as superstition, where faith is sneered 
at as prejudice, where theology is set down as the un- 
knowable and therefore as the negligible. The accept- 


{ ance of scientific conclusion is claimed on the ground | 


of logic so irrefragable that consent to the statement 
must follow from all reasonable minds. 

It is sufficient to say in conclusion that it would be 
dificult to find a work on theology where an important 
conclusion is set out resting on such filmsy proof. As 
ah example of non sequitur this probably will be cited 
in the future as among the most baseless of all conclu- 
sions. And it comes from a student of physical phe- 
nomena supposed to appeal only to reason, and to make 
his proofs as unquestionable as those of Euclid.

Wireless for Forest Fires. 


The use of the wireless for giving notice of trouble 
in ships at sea has made a profound impression upon 
the world. It has given the traveling public fresh con- 
fidence in ocean transportation, and logically should in 
time reduce the cost of marine insurance. But it is quite 
probable that the potential value of this device for pro- 
tective purposes has by no means been exhausted. It 
has occurred to timber cruisers in the far Northwest 


| that it could be profitably employed to give warning of 


forest fires in that territory. The lutiber region there 
is a vast one, and lumbermen say that more timber is 
annually consumed by firé than by the saw. A thous- 
and acres of primeval forest were destroyed by fire in 
Western Washington last year, and as much or more in 
various portions of the inland empire, and even then 
the losses were regardéd as lighter than usual. 

It is claimed that but for the destruction by fire the 
timber supply might easily be conserved so as to last 
for centuries. The chief reason for the spread of fire 1g 
that after its start is discovered a long time must elapse 
before ald cah be summoned. It generally cives its own 
warning through the flames that are working its de 
struction, and then the trottble {s beyond control. The 
telephone and the telégraph are not of much service. 
The polés btirn, and blaziig branches fall across the 
wires and retider theth of no avail. It ts therefore pro- 
posed to establish a system of wireless signal boxes, 
and teach the forest rangers how to use them. That 
would not wholly solve the problem, but would prove of 
great assistance in reducing the danger to an industry 
that pays annually about $75,000,000 in wages in that 
section.—(Boston Tratiscript.

By that constitu- 
tion China will have its parliament within eight years 
from now, and the work of training the people for self-

The lines of the development of the new education 
have been carefully laid out. The composition of text- 
books began in 1908, and a large number of these will 
be published this year. In 1910, schools for easy learn- 
ing will be further extended over the empire, and by 
1912 they will be in all the villages and market towns. 
The work will go steadily on, and in 1916 one Chinese in 
every twenty will be able to read and write, and will 
have received some education in our modern civillza- 
tion.

From this language academy, in company with Dr. 
Tenney, the Chinese secretary of our legation, I went to 
the Imperial University of Peking. This is also in the 
Imperial City, not far from Coa] Hill, in which the Em- 
peror was temporarily buried a few months ago. The 
buildings are altogether Chinese. They are low one- 
story structures running around paved courts. Tha 
walls have large windows of a beautiful lacework of 
wood, backed with white paper, and the heavy tiled 
roofs so overhang that each court has a promenade round 
it, reminding one of the quadrangles at Oxford. There 


are many courts and many buildings, and the whole has.

{ was especially interested in the library, with its 
thousands of o]d Chinese volumes, now mixed with a 
sparse and scattered collection of books in English, 
French, German and Russian.

It contains over 5000 
volumes and has perhaps 2,000,000 pages. It was printed 
from blocks within the past five years, and each of its 
characters had to be specially cut. These characters 
must run high into the millions. ip einer 


This book is only one of about nine encyclopedias 
which are now in use in China. The most of them are 
equally voluminous, and all are largely based on the 
great encyclopedia written during one of the first Ming 
Emperors. That work contained 22.937 books: it took 
22,000 scholars to write it and required sixty volumes 
for its table of contents. I[t was never printed, but I 
understand that the manuscrupt is still in existence. 


In looking at the new encyclopedia, I asked one of 
the professors if it was revised from year to year and 
kept up to date. He replied that it was not, but that 
extra volumes were added from time to time recording 
the changes. I doubt seriously if the work is of any 
value; it will probably soon be consigned to the arch- 
ives of the old Chinese past. 


The Peking University is the same institution which 
was founded years ago under Dr. W. P. Martin. It was 
reorganized after the Boxer rebellion, and it is now 
teaching the modern languages and sciences, through 
Japanese and Europeah professors, and the old Chinese 
literature through Chinese. It is not a university in 
our sense of the word, but its courses will be added to 
from now on, and it may some day become one. 


College Athietics and Sports. — 


While at this university i saw the students go through 
their regular afternoon drill. Every boy carried a gun 
of the most modern make and the companies marched 
like veteran soldiers. And still they seemed odd. They 
wore blue uniforms with low crowned, broad-brimmed 
hats of sky-blue felt. The hats looked as though they 
came from a millinery store, and as the boys wheeled 
about and showed their long braided queues, they made 
me think of girls dressed in boys’ clothing. 


Nevertheless, they marched well and are learning to 
shoot. I saw a similar drill at the language school, 
and in the schools everywhere a constant military train- 
ing is now required by the government. This is so 
even in the primary grades, and the result will be that 
the new education will make the Chinese a nation of 
soldiers. 

It will also give the boys physical deyelopment. Ath- 
letic sports are now popular in all of the school:. Every 
playground has its gymnasium, and the students play 
baseball, football and cricket. There are college meets 
over which high officials preside, and the -pectators go 
wild over the 100-yard dash. the pole vault, and th: 
broad jump. Not long ago 8000 competitors entered 
in an athletic meet at Canton, and at one in Hankow.

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SHACKLETON’S DASH. 


How His POLAR Party LIVED AND MOVED on 
‘THE WAY SOUTH. 


[Lieut. Shackleton, in McClure’s Magazine:] Each 
day was much like the one that had gone before. We 
turned out of our sleeping-bags at twenty minutes to 5 
in the morning, and had breakfast—consisting of hoosh, 
biscuits, and cocoa—at 6. Tents had to be struck, po- 
nies harnessed, and sledges packed; and then we would 
Start south again, traveling in single file through the 
soft snow. Each. man led a pony, and_we took turns 
at traveling in front and breaking the trail. At the 
end of each hour there would be a fite minutes’ spell. 
We would stop one hour for lunch, and would camp 
for the night at 6 p.m., having been nine hours on the 
march. 

The ponies received first attention when we pitched 
camp. They were brushed, covered with their cloths, 
tethered to a steel wire stretched between two sledges 
and fed. The pony rations consisted of maize and 
“‘Maujee ration,’ a mixture of dried carrots, currants, 
sugar plasmon, and meat, and they were given ten 
pounds a day each. Indeed. if a pony showed signs of 
hunger after having finished this allowance, it was given 
a little more, for we did not stint the animals at all. 

While the ponies were being “bedded,” the cook for 
the week was busy preparing our evening meal. The 
tents would be pitched, and the cook would take 
possession of one, which later would have special 
attractions as a_ sleeping-tent on account of its 
comparative warmth. A cooker, filled with snow, would 
be handed in, and the cook would proceed to make hoosh 
over one of the Primus stoves. 

The happiest period of the day was when. we sat 
around the stove inside the tent and ate our warm meal, 
preparatory to creeping into the sleeping-bags, writ- 
ing up our diaries and notes, and dropping into the deep 


sleep that is born of utter physical weariness. .. . 


The food supplies consisted of sugar, pemmican, bis- 
cuits, cheese, plasmon, chocolate, tea, cocoa, “emerg- 
ency. ration,” and “emergency Oxo.” Sugar, which has 
great heat-giving properties, was an important item. 
The biscuits weighed about twelve to the pound, and 
were made of whole meal, with 25 per cent. of plasmon 
added. 

The pemmican was made of the best part of beef, 
ground down and mixed with 60 per cent. of lard. 
There are many kinds of pemmican on the market, but 
that procured for the expedition from Copenhagen was 
particularly good. The plasmon powder was added to 
our tea, and we found it a valuable preparation. The 
“emergency ration,” which consisted of crushed bacon, 
peas, and beans, was added to pemmican and powdered 
biscuit to make “hoosh,” the chief item of the limited 
menu. We had hoosh in the morning and evening, with 
biscuits; and the chocolate and cheese, also with bis- 
cuits, were used on alternate days for lunch. We drank 
tea at lunch, and cocoa at breakfast and dinner. 
man’s outfit of garments consisted of two pairs of Jae- 
ger pajama trousers, singlet, shirt, guernsey, Burberry 
overalls ten pairs of heavy socks, three pairs of finne- 
skoe, Balaclava cap for the head, with Burberry cover- 
ing, large muffler, and fur mits, humg from the neck 
by pieces of lamp wick so that they would not be lost 
when taken from the hands. With this outfit we were 


absent from the hut about one-third of a year. Wash- — 


ing is not possible on a sledging journey, though at the 
winter quarters we were fairly regular in our ablutions.

It was a fine little ramble I had for the next few days. 
My first night out, I slept in a pasture near San Ja- 
cinto and nearly froze with the protection of only my 
one blanket. The next morning I stocked up with grub 
in San Jacinto, for I knew that [I could not get anything 
more until I reached Palm Springs at the eastern base 
of the range. And stock up I did, with everything a 
big army knapsack would hold, and tied my blanket in 
a roll on the outside. And with thirty-seven pounds 
tugging on my shoulders, I started down the seorch- 
ing-hot road toward the mountains. Afternoon saw me 
following up Indian Creek, one of the finest little 
mountain streams I have ever seen, upon an old un- 
used road which extends over to Cabezon, for I had de- 
cided not to try the more customary route by way of 
Strawberry Valley. 

Steadily climbing, the road soon left the creek and 
entered the broad belt of dense chaparral which covers 
the lower slopes of most of Southern California’s range. 
Six, eight, ten feet above the ground, these dense thick- 
ets hem you in on every side, until traveling off from 
a cleared road or trail is almost out of the question. 
This chaparral, however, very largely disappears upon 
reaching the zone of pines. Here, among the other spe- 
cies, was an abundance of manzanita, and I saw my 
first blossoms and berries. When green the berries re- 
semble “little apples” (the meaning of the Spanish 
word.) but when ripe they are red-brown and extremely 
hard. The flowers are beautiful little pink-and-white 
vase-shaped things, and hang inverted from the 
branches. 

Here also I found many yuccas, their flower stalks 
ten feet in height and loaded heavily with blossoms. 
Did you ever examine a yucca blossom? The pistil of 
the flower is an exact miniature of the mature seed pod. 
Even the tiny white seeds in layers inside show dis- 
tinctly, while the blossom is still in its prime. | 

That evening I found a little opening in the dense 
brush and gathered in my supply of wood for the night. 
rom this point I overlooked the entire lowland coun- 
try, and as darkness came on, one by one the tiny sil- 
very lights of San Jacinto appeareg out of the black- 
ness. 
The next day, at an elevation of about 5000 feet above

HE fascination of mountain peaks grows steadily 
think. Seen from a_ distance, their

From here cn I crossed the range without road or 
trail, heading first for a big ravine which led up to the 
highest point, San Jacinto Peak. Finally I struck snow 
» | and the slopes became steeper, until I would have ex- 
pected snowslides if the snow had been very loose. The 
walking became exceedingly hard and exhausting, while 
the snow increased in depth, averaging perhaps four 
feet, and in the deepest places being about eight feet, 
| I judged. At nearly all places I was able to walk on 


> } 


so; otherwise, I could have gone but a short distance. 
The slope was so sharp that t adopted a zig-zag course, 
and yet each step came to require considerable strength 
aud the rests came to be more frequent, it finally be- 
ing necessary to stop almost every hundred feet to re- 
gain my breath. Toward the summit I felt so weak 
all over that it required an effort to keep going even 
in the easiest places. Climbing in this way, with a 
weight of thirty or thirty-five pounds strapped to the 
climber’s shoulders, does not give him a particularly 
airy feeling. 

The summit had been in view for some ways, and } 
had been constantly watching it. After working toward 
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it for hours, it seemed impossible that I should reach it. 
So with many a grand anticipation of the sight of the 
Colorado Desert lying at my feet, I was climbing toward 
the last rock mass on the crest when I glanced to my 
left and there, a mile away, [| saw a peak decidedly 
higher than the one on which I stood, and it needed no 
second thought to tell me that that was the Peak. 
For the time being, it was one of the sharpest dis- 
appointments I had ever felt, for it was now evening, 
and I had thought to get some distance down on the 
east slope of the range before night, hoping to get even 
below the snow line to sleep. [t would have been very 
convenient to drop over the suinmit at that point and 
descend from where 1 was, but I had come to climb 
San Jacinto Peak, and climb it I would if it took two 
days more, I told myself. So along the axis of the 
range I went a short distance down the west slope from 
the crest. Everything from then on until the next 
morning went absolutely wrong. I plunged waist-deep 
into the snow, and I. was so played out that it would 
have been more comfortable to have lain there. At 
dark I came to one little spot, scarcely longer than my 
body and bare of snow.

They will seé Paris surrounded by a belt 
of unsuspected canals, continually crowded in order 
that the river itself may be kept as free as possible! 
Outside of Paris, the petroleum yacht will carry the 
American commissioners through devious ways, along 
the coal route to the north, along the wine route to the 
south. I have already mentioned the Canal of St. Quen- 
tin and fts record tonnage. It was dug under Napo- 
leon I, with the fnexpensive labor of Spanish prison- 
ers, All along its length are villages abounding in 
Spanish names and types. 
These French canals are of two kinds: they either 
follow and utilize smali rivers, not otherwise navigable, 


or they connect thé waters of two valleys. Such is | 


the Canal of St. Quentin, connecting Chauney (Oise 
Valley) and Cambria (Escaut Valley.) Locks, natu- 
rally, respond to most of the rise and fall: but when 
the level of the watershed is reached, the St. Quentin 
Canal has four miles of tunnel! that remain extraordi- 
mary even at this date. The tunnel is very narrow, 
searcely more than the width of a‘barge. Yet, the 
traffic being enormous, forty barges—united like a long 
train of cars—are made to pass through it together. A 
curious phenomenon is, thus, taken advantage of. The 
tunnel being so narrow, and the canal being deep, 
each barge of the train pushes a quantity of water be- 
fore it—out of the tunnel. By the time the forty have 
gone slowly through, this water is ready to rush back, 
carrying a train of empty barges on its surface at con- 
siderable speed. 

The American Waterways Commission will, doubtless, 
hear French gossip of “electoral jobbing”’ in connec- 
tion with this and other canals. Recently the govern- 
ment had to decide either to increase the capacity of 
the St. Quentin Canal at an expense of $3,000,000, or 
build the new Canal of the North, at an expense of 
$14,000,000. The decision in favor of the néw canal 
naturally excited the whole St. Quentin popula 8 
crying against “political jobbery” and “electoral. 
spending.” 

The American commissionets, however, will see deeper 
than the surface of merely local interests. The new 
Canal of the North unites Noyen (Oise Valley) and 
Peronne (Somme Valley.) For a consklerable part of 
the coal of the north—not to mention vast agricultural 
and other traffic—it will save a day and a half to two 
days of the route to the wonderful little River Seine. 
All France, therefore, profits; because by the Seine 
connection, off goes the coal, produce and lumber 
through the canal network of the land. 

Fourteen millions of dollars was not too much to 
pay for gaining two days’ barge time from the north 
to Paris. The Seine, at Paris, is the heart of cheap 
French freight; the network of canals corresponds to 
its arteries and veins.

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REAL BLACK DIAMONDS. 


THEY ARE THE UNIQUE MINERAY PROD- 
UCTS OF THE WORLD. . 


[Sclentific American:] The term “black diamonds” is | 


sometimes jokingly applied to ordinary coal which we 
burn in our furnaces, bot the real “Diack diamonds” of 
commerce are among the most unique mineral products 
of the world, and they serve a purpose in the Indus- 
trial world that makes them of great value. The black 
diamonds are pure carbon, and yet In no outward ap- 
pearance resemble the diamonds which we are acéus- 
tomed to wear as ornaments. They are slightly harder 
than the crystal or gem diamonds, and, In fact, about the 
hardest substance known. 

Black diamonds or carbons are among the greatest 
curiosities of the mineral kingdom. They are without 
crystalline form, and are found in irregular piecés, rang- 
ing in size from half a carat up to three, four and five 
hundred carats. They are dark gray, black or brown- 
ish in color and opaque. The real diamond of the jew- 
elry trade is also pure carbon, but translucent and c¢rys- 
talline In form. Two objects so alike in composition 


could not be found so opposite in appearance as these — 


two forms of carbon. 


Another peculiar thing about the black diamonds is 
that they are found only in one locality in the world. 
They come from a very small section in Brazil, 
more than 225 miles square in area. Outside of this 


limited territory no pure black diamonds have ever been | 


found. In the Brazilian black diamond fields the na- 
tives dive in the river beds for them, and recover them 
from the eravel and washings of the rivers. 


What peculiar freak of nature caused the deposition — 


of the black diamonds in this section of the world and 
nowhere else is one of the mysteries which science has 
failed to explain. None of them has been found in the 
great Kimberly diamond regions, where the crystal form 
of diamonds have for so long been mined, and like- 


wise no fine specimens of the gem diamond have been — 


Brazilian black-diamond fields. 


The whole origin of the black diamond is, therefore, a 
scientific enigma. Naturally the question ts raiseu: 
“Of what use is a black diamond?” No one would care 
to wear ohe of these diamonds, which resembles a piece 
of coal more than a real diamond, and so far no one has 
popularized the black gems as the black pearl has been. 


Nevertheless, the black diamonds serve a most impor- — 


tant and useful function in the industrial world. 


This pure black carbon is not only harder than the 
real diamond, but tougher and not so brittle as the gem. 
Consequently it is of great value for many mechanical 
purposes, and particularly for boring with diamond 
drills. In diamond drilling, the tips of the drills are 
studded with carbon or black diamonds, and when the 
bores are deep the pressure is so great that the gem 
diamonds would be crushed in the process. But the 


carbon resists this continued pressure, and slowly eats © 


down into the rocks. 


In diamond drill work the carbon is set im circular 
pieces of soft steel or iron, called bits, and these bits 


are attached to tubing. Armed with these black-dia- 
mond teeth, the drills push their way down under se- 
vere pressure to a depth of five and six thousand feet, 
cutting through the hardest kind of rock. Some biack 
diamonds are much harder than others, and there ts no 
way to determine by the color the difference in the 
degree of toughnéss. 

Black diamonds or purée carbon are not by ally means 
cheap, and the owners of the mines in Brazil where they 
are gathered are making a good thing out of their 
monopoly. In the last thirty years the prices of black 
diamonds have advanced from $75 to nearly $85 a carat, 
and the tendency is still upward. The arming of a drill 
with diamond points is thus a rather expénsive matter. 
Usually a set of eight stones are placed in the head of 
a single drill. [If each di: mond weighs only three and a 
half carats, the total cost at $85 per carat would be 
about $2380 for a single bit. 

Great as this expense is, however, it pays, for the 
black diamonds are so tough that they last a long ti 
and they achieve results which could not be obtain 
in any other way. There is no known substance that 
can take the place of carbon in drills in boring for gold, 
silver, copper, and other mineral deposits. Before the 
black diamonds of Brazil were discovered, it was impos- 
sible to make borings. : 

When the carbon was first introduced ip our indus- 
tries it was used in diamond saws for cutting stones, 
marble and similar substances. Then the price advanced 
so that the carbon was found too costly for such use, and 
bort was substituted for stone cutting. Bort is really 
an imperfect crystal or gem diamond, but it is too brit- 
tle for use in drills. Consequently bort has taken the 
place of black diamonds for stone cutting, and the lat- 
ter have been restricted almost entirely to diamond- 
drilling purposes. 

The average size of black diamonds used in the drills 
rangés from two to five carats, but the larger specimens 
give much better results. They cost more, but they last 
longer. Consequently, there is a greater demand for 
the larger pieces of pure carbon, and the prié¢e is some- 
times run up to premium figures for unusual specimens.

On the other hand, scientists have been making a close 
study of the chemical conditions which have produced 
the black diamonds, but their manufacture is appa 
rently about as difficult as the making of the gem dia- 
monds. It is possihle under certain conditions to make 
either, but not in sizes sufficient to be of any commer- 
cial value. Nature in some peculiar way has made these 
raré products, and then thrown the secret of the process 
away. If any man can ever unlock or find that secret 
he may cause a panic in the diamond trade.

HOUGH the Landmarks Club has done much work

It has been found necessary, however, to replace all 
of the window sills and door lintels in order to sus- 
tain the weight of the heavy walls of adobe, which are 
some three feet in thickness. The roof timbers, too, 
have had to be replaced, and for this part of the work 
logs which have been floated down from Oregon are 
used. Instead of having the roofing made of planks or 
boards, Mrs. Waterman has had quantities of caresa 
brought down from the Cuyamaca region for this pur- 
pose. Carisa looks much like bamboo, and is cut in 
lengths of several yards. Over the heavier timbers is 
laid a close network of the caresa, and upon it is then 
placed the tiling. The use of the caresa does away with 
the stiffness of a planked roofing, and shows the sag

the Estudillo house. 

On the other hand, Mrs. Jackson has the marriage 
take place in the little chapel, which is still standing 
and which was the only logical place under the rules of 
the Roman Catholic church. Even the marriage record- 
book was not signed in the Estudillo house, but rather 
in the low adobe residence of the priest, nearer the 
chapel. To some it may seem a pity to dissipate the 
glory that has hung about the Estudillo house for the 
past several years, but as the tale probably originated 
in the fertile mind of some “personally-conducting con- 
ductor,” it will do no material harm to set the matter 
right. 

But to return to the restoration of the old home of 
this family which has occupied a prominent place in 
California history. In October, 1907 Mario Antonio 
Estudillo de Osuna sold the property to Salvador R. 
Estudillo, and he in turn transferred it to a representa- 
tive of the Spreckels interests. Until a few weeks ago, 
however, nothing was done toward the restoration which 
had been planned at the time the purchase was made.

Wherever they occur, there is also found, but in much 
smaller numbers, a quite distinct and eatable species, 
which in color and markings is an “understudy” of the 
heliconia. Here then is another kind of deception— 
sailing under false colors. The object aimed at is plain: 
it is to share the immunity from persecution enjoyed 
by the species imitated. 


“Protective mimicry” this kind of fraud has been 
named, and it is by no means rare among insects. In 
our own country two butterflies exist, the aptly-named 
monarch and viceroy, and these are as closely matched 
as a pair of twins. Yet the kinds are distinct; and 
one is fit for food, the other not so. There is a swarm 


of flies and day moths that are “made up” like sting- 


bearing bees or wasps. Some deceive the eye with a 
velvety ‘fur and wings that make them look like a bum- 
ble bee. Assemble specimens of these mimics in a 
glass case along with their models, and to the untrained 
eye they appear identical. The imitators, of course, 
have no stings. They merely trade upon their resem- 
blance to the venomous insects. 


Most curious is the case of certain flower-haunting 


files that copy the wasp’s colors, the well-known black 


and yellow... Having put on the yellow jacket, they 
live up to the uniform. They hum like an angry wasp, 
it is said, and even bend in the tip of their abdomen, 
as if a sting were concealed there and they meant to 
use it. Taking all these pains they have surely earned 
such protection as the stolen colors afford. 


When files masquerade as bees, however,.it is not 
merely to save their own skins. The maggot of the 
bee-like, or apiform fly, needs to be brought up on 
honey. Now a bee hive, as most people know, is as 
closely guarded as a royal palace. The only sort of 
fly that can pass the gate guards is one that is made up 
to resemble a working bee. Hence the disguise, which 
is put on for the sake of posterity. The atropois, or 
death’s-head moth, attains the same end by sheer act- 
ing. When she is ready to lay, she comes without any 
disguise to the hive door and imitates the call of the 
queen bee. In this shrill note there is some magic that 
hypnotizes the inmates of the hive. It throws them 
into a condition of stupid inertia, which the old bee- 
keepers called adoring the queen. This gives the moth 
a chance to slip in and spoil a batch of honey with its 
eggs, before discovery. The bees soon wake up, kill 
the moth, and embalm its carcass in wax in order to 
prevent its infecting the hive by putrefaction. In these 
cases the deception is practiced from altruistic motives. 

Let us now turn to the class of dangerous pretenders. 
Many predatory species owe to their disguises the 
plentiful supply of booty which keeps them flourishing. 
Esop of the Fables invented the wolf in sheep's clothing 
to point a moral] to humanity. Had the Greeks scruti- 
nized the animal world with the minute care of the 
moderns, the fabulist would have found many actual 
cages of such deceptions in nature. 

The mantis is a case in point. It is a member of the 
class of leaf insects, which resemble parts of the plants 
on which they live. Most of them are innocent. But 
the mantis, which looks like a toy made by joining to- 
gether some dried twigs, is not as harmiess as it seems, 
when it stretches its long brown stick-like arms out in 
front of its motionless head and remains rigid. To a 
human observer the attitude suggests supplication. 
Hence the name “praying insect” given to the Indian 
mantis. It is a live trap, and its prayer is answered 
when its arms snap together on a fly that has alighted 
between them. | 


_ The strength of the mantis lies in suting still. This, 


too, is the crafty policy of certain hunting spiders. 
Buaching their yellow forelegs together, they raise them 
above their bodies, and remain rigid. The pose aimed 
at is that of the stamens of a flower, and it is success- 
ful enough to take in butterflies, whose sense of smell 
is keener than their sight. 
tar-like, flowery odor the trap is irresistible. 

There are many ‘clever fakers among the spinners. 
Some are confidence operators. Like the “con” men of 
our cities, they shrewdly endeavor to lull the suspi- 
cions of their victims. Salticus belongs to this band. 
She has a liking for those big, biting flies that annoy 
horses in the summer time. Being a roaming spider, 
she has to get mixed up with the fly crowd in order to 
make a killing. So well does she mimic the gait and 
actions of her prey, that one would imagine she must 
have been reared among them. 

The arch deceiver among spiders is the one that took 
in the naturalist Forbes. He was hunting butterflies in 
Java, when he spied a strange specimen resting, so he 
supposed, on a bird-dropping. But the wings of the 
insect came away, when he snatched at it. The body, 
he found, was firmly held in the clutch of a smal! white 
spider, and the white smear on the leaf which had de- 
ceived him as well as the butterfly was the web in which 
the spider sat. Forbes named the deception ornithos- 
catoides. 

Nearly all these insect mimics are the discoveries 
of quite recent years. As regards butterflies, indeed, it 
takes an expert to distinguish between model and copy, 
and before Darwin’s epoch-making work specialism in 
zoéblogy hardly existed. But the ancient writers were 
acquainted with and wondered at the angler fish of the 
Mediterranean. 

A similar species inhabits our own coasts. Wherever 
found, it is an artist in deception. For the color of a 
fish to resemble its surroundings is common enough, 
but the angler also deceives the eye with the long 
streamers of ragged skin that hang all round it from 
jaws, belly, and sides, moving to and fro in the cur- 
rents just like a fringe of seaweed. The angler is a 
big fish and it keeps its mouth, which is colored inside 
to resemble a rocky background, wide open. To the 
small fry it appears like a quiet hiding-place.

HARVEST CUSTOMS. 


‘GRAIN Is GARNERED.

in of harvest. They all bear a certain resemblance to 
each other, but have different designations. 

When the last shock of corn on the farm has been 
cut in Devonshire, a cry is heard from one of the reap- 
ers: 

“I've gotten it!” | 

“What hast tha’ gotten?” shout the others. 

“I've gotten the neck!” yells the first. : 

As the reaping has been rapidly nearing its com 
tion, the oldest laborer goes round the field picking the 
best ears of corn he sees in each sheaf. These he ties 
together, and intricately plaits into a sort of broom, 
topped with the ears. This is called the “neck,” or 
“knack,” and when the cutting of the last corn is her- 
alded with the shout, “I’ve gotten it!” the reapers 
gather together, and stand in a circle round the man 
holding the “neck.’" He stoops to the stubble with it, 
and the ring of reapers, holding their hats in both 
hands, likewise bend to the ground. Rising upright, 
and stretching their arms and hats above their heads, 
they slowly chant, in harmony, “The neck,” three times. 
Then they burst into triumphant shouts: “We have 
‘un! We have ‘un! fe have ‘un!” Round goes the 
cider pitcher, and, with acclamations, the plaited neck 
of corn is escorted to the farmhouse. 

There it is delivered to the farmer, with the chorus: 
“A neck, a neck, a neck! Well cut, well bound, well 
shocked!” The little bundle of corn is hung from the 
kitchen ceiling, and remains there until displaced by 
the “neck” of the next harvest. To lose or part with 
this “neck” is to invite misfortune and « ster. 

In Cornwall, the last sheaf of corn is also called the 
“neck,” and is decorated gaily with blue ribbons. 

In Yorkshire, where the clergyman is still often called 
upon to cut the first corn of the harvest, the last sheaf 
is simply called “the kern.” Its fall before the sickle is 
proclaimed by shouts of “We've gotten it!” And the 
reapers escort the kern home. {[t is dressed in a white 
frock, with colored ribbons, and crowned with wheat 
ears. At the kern supper which follows, this kern baby 
is enthroned in the barn, and supposed to preside over 
the feast. The well-known harvest supper comes later, 
to mark the end of the gathering-in, and it called the 
“mell supper.” 3 

The really interesting customs are those which attend 
the cutting of the last sheaf. It symbolizes the corn 
god: and, though its original meaning has been for- 
gotten, it is celebrated in various parts of the country. 

In Devon it is a plaited corn broom, called “the 
neck;” in Yorkshire and Northumberland a bulky fe- 
male effigy, or “harvest queen.” 
a “maiden,” and is cut by the youngest girl on the har- 
vest field. [ts head is formed of oat ears; a big blue 
bow decks its neck, and its skirt is made of paper. This 
corn doll is placed over the fireplace in the farm 
kitchen, and sacredly preserved until Christmas Day, 
when its grains are given to the cattle. 

In some parts of Kent, the last sheaf is built up into 
the image of a girl, and clothed with a dress, cap, ruf- 
fles, etc., of paper. It is triumphantly escorted home 
in a wagon, and entitles the harvesters to a@ supper at 
the farmer’s expense. 

The sheaf also assumes animal shapes. In Dum- 
fries and Lincoln, it is called “an old sow,” or “paiky;” 
in Ayrshire, “a hare;” in Dumbarton, “the head;” in 
Skye, the “crippled goat.” In parts of Shropshire it is 
styled “the “gander’s neck.” And elsewhere it is known 
as “the fox,” “the wheat bride,” “the grandmother’ 
“the corn baby,” “the old man,” according to some pre- 
historic symbolization of the corn god.

T was a little after five in the afternoon when we 
started, and the light had begun to turn a shim- 
mering golden color over the tops of the pepper and 
eucalyptus trees which meant that sunset was not a 
great way off.

We swung into the River Road just ahead of two 
four-horse teams hitched to big ranch wagons.

Charlotte Amalie is the only town on the island, and 
has a population of some 20,000 inhabitants, of which 
only about one-sixth are white. The island is thirteen 
miles long with an average width of three miles. Its 
highest point is West Mountain, some 1600 feet in alti- 
tude. If one climbs this hill to Louisenhoi, a magnifi- 
cent panorama unfolds itself. Far away to the south 
can be seen the island of St. Croix, of sugar fame; to 
the west-may be seen the blue outline of Porto Rico; 
while to: the right and left are islets, studded with 
cocoanut’ palms, whose sandy bays, fringed with man- 
groves, are the habitat of countless numbers of turtles. 
On the other side of the island is Magen’s Bay, the 
home of a few fishermen. To the north are the bulk 
of the Virgin Islands, about 100 in number. These be- 

jong ge to Denmark and Great Britain, the 
former ownihg St. John and a few intervening islands, 
while the latter possesses the group known as the Tor- 
tulas. ‘These islands were discovered by Columbus on 
his second voyage in 1494, and named Las Virgenes, in 
honor of St. Ursula and her companions. For many 
years tliey were the favorite haunt of buccaneers. 


Although a Danish possession, English is the language 
most frequently spoken, being used .in the schools and 
churches. Previous to the abolition of slavery in 1848, 
the island was covered with sugar plantations and dot- 
ted with substantial mansions.

at the approach of our boat.

Since that 
time, Denmark, although wishing to sell these far-away 
possessions, does not care to push their sale, -and it 
seems highly improbable that the United States will 
acquire them, seeing that Porto Rico lies only thirty- 
six miles to the westward. A syndicate has recently 
been formed in this country, to establish a casino, the- 
ator, a lottery building, etc., thus making Charlotte 
Amalie a second Monte Carlo. This syndicate has sub- 
mitted to the island authorities a plan whereby an ex- 
elusive franchise for the next twenty years may be pro- 
cured.

‘RELIGION THE Most POWERFUL 
FORCE IN THEIR LIVEs. 


N a letter to 
Caine writes as follows: 

The religion of the people of Egypt is mani- 
festly the most powerful force in their tives. The 
traveler from the west cannot live a day in the coun- 
try without realizing this, for mosques confront him on 
every side in the streets of Cairo; they raise their min- 
mrets to the sky over the mud huts of the meanest vil- 
lage; and they stand out as landmarks on the loneli- 
est plains of the desert. The signs and symbols of the 
effort of the Moslems to keep his soul alive, whatever 
the condition of his body, are seen on every hand. “Al- 
lahu Akbar’ (God is most great) seems to be forever 
ringing through the air. No moral degradation can si- 
lence the voice that proclaims the profession of faith. 
Even the ghafirs (the night watchmen) who tramp 
through the towns and villages in the darkness salute 
each other with cries of “Wahhed!” an abbreviated 
form of “God is One.” You may see the errand boy 
stop in the streets at sunset, take off his coat, spread 
it on the pavement, and, without a thought about the 
passers-by, proceed to say his prayers. 

Nor is there any pretense or hypocrisy, any Pharisa- 
ieal display of devotion, about this. Not one particle! 
A friend of mine called the other day about noon upon 
Ismail Abaza Pasha, a leading member of the legisla- 
tive council. After the two had talked for a while, the 
Pasha said: 

“Will you excuse me? This is my time for prayers. 
I shall not keep you long,” and, ringing a bell to sum- 
mon a servant, he had his prayer rug laid down in the 
drawing-room,-knelt and prostrated himself upon it, 
and then rose in due course and went on with the con- 
versation. 

A few months ago, the Khedive went up in his yacht 
to Port Soudan to open a new dock, and he tgok the 
Duke and Duchess of Connaught with him. Sailing in 
the Red Sea, His Highness (he will allow me to tell the 
story) was sitting on the deck with his guest when the 
sun began to set. . 

“Will you excuse me for a few moments?” he said. 

‘The Duke and Duchess made the reply which might 
be expected from a Christian lady and gentleman, and 
straightway the Khedive’s prayer rug was spread on 
the deck, and there ané@ then, without further ado, the 
sovereign of Egypt said his prayers. 

Sémebody (who was it?) said he could never look 
upon Mohammedans at prayer without wishing to be a 
Mosiem; and, indeed, it is a very moving thing to see, 
in the course of a great pilgrimage such as that of the 
Sacred Carpet, a vast multitude of men on the open 
desert, when the afterglow is flaming along the sand, 
giving its yellow the look of bronze, kneeling in tong 
rows with their faces to the east. The thoughts (which 
takes no account of the differences of time) that mil- 
lions of other men are at the same hour sending up their 
great chorus of praise to God is profoundly affecting. 

But the western traveler is at first a little stunned by 
this palpable religiosity of eastern people, and asks him- 
self whether there is anything to correspond with it in 
eastern conduct. However that may be, one wonders 
what an average oriental must think when he comes 
to western countries and finds that there is next to no 
evidence in our streets and in our daily customs that 
religion, is a real force in our lives. Think of Moham- 
med of, say, Assiout, walking from Trafalgar Square 
to the top of Ludgate Hill, and seeing several theaters 
and music halls, about fifty hotels and public houses, 
and just four churches, closed to worshipers nearly ev- 
ery day of the week, and more than half-empty on Sun- 
day 


The power of the religious sentiment of the eastern 
people can be fully estimated only by the traveler who 
has been taken into their confidence. I think I have 
had that privilege. Even in Egypt, where religious ob- 
servances are almost as strict as in Mecca itself, I have 
been present at prayers in the mosque on Friday. Lord 
Milner, in his fascinating book, describes as an excep- 
tional circumstance the inVitation given by the natives 
of a remote province to an English engineer to join 
them at their devotions. The engineer was Sir William 
Willcocks, and I remember with deep emotion his own 
account of that experience. He had given the people 
water, and they wished to thank him, and to thank God 
for him. No such motives operated in my case, nothing 
but a certain human sympathy was called upon, and 
when I told the Khedive what had occurred, he seemed 
to be surprised. His surprise was significant. It 
showed how broad was the barrier which, in the most 
serious, the most urgent, the most vital interest of life, 
divided the Egyptian people from their Christian rul- 
ers. 

“Why did you take the Christian writer to the 
mosque?” asked the Ulema at El Azhar next day, of the 
Sheikh who had accompanied me, and my liberal-minded 
oriental friend had to defend himself as best he could 
by quoting some forgotten precept of the Prophet. 

The birthday of Mohammed is celebrated all over the 
Mohammedan world by an elaborate festival. I have seen 


the extraordinary Zikars (one might almost call them 
hypnotic dances,) which are performed in its honor in 


little country villages, but more stately are the ceremo- 
nies held in Cairo. By the courtesy of the Sheikh Seyid 
el Bakri, head of the Mohammedan congregations and 
a direct descendant of the Prophet himself, I witnessed 
an entire course of them. They cover the nine days of 
the more or less conjectural period of the Prophet’s 
birth, beginning with a morning reception at the 
Sheikh’s house, and ending with a kind of sacramental 
feast at night in a tent at Abbassiah. Into the wide 
courtyard of the old Arab palace the confraternities 
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come to pay their homage to the representative of the 
Prophet, each deputation carrying its gilded banners, 
which are written over with passages from the Koran. 
Such a scene of blazing eastern color in the bright light 
of the southern sun! The Sheikh sitting on a dais, the 
companies coming up to him one by one, ranging then- 
selves in half-circles before him, salaaming, chanting. 
words to the glory of God and His messenger, and then 
kissing the hands and sometimes the slippers of their 
chief and his companions! 


Even more remarkable than this opening scene of 
the Moslem custom “for attaining the holy satisfaction” 
is the closing one. A great circular area of the open 
ground at Abbassiah, not far from the barracks for the 
British soldiers, is ringed round by huge tents, each 
representing some religious confraternity or Egyptian 
department of state, and flanked by other tents, with 


Of these tents the principal one is that of the Sheikh 
E) Bakri, for therein the most important ceremony of 
the closing night takes place. Outside, in the vast open 
space, are dense crowds of people, probably 50,000 per- 
sons, all huddled together in a brilliant flare of innu- 
merable electric lights and a showering raix of fire- 
works. Inside, within canvas walls of oriental hang- 
ings, lit up by lamps in glittering glass chandeliers, 
over a sandy floor covered by gorgeous carpets, in 
crimson-cushioned chairs behind marble-topped tables, 
sit a large company of the spiritual and secular heads 
of the Mosiem nation. On one side are the Ulema of 
Cairo and Alexandria, including the Chancellor of El 
Azhar and the Grand Mufti, rather rugged and unkempt 
creatures, in their gray faragee-yahs (loose gray robes 
resembling the robe of a monk,) and on the other side 
are the Egyptian ministers of state, wearing frock coats 
and tarbooches. Between these two classes sits the 
Khedive in a high-backed chair, with the Grand Cadi 
on his right and a representative of England on his left, 
and in the middle of the space in front squats an Alim 
in a reading desk, such as one sees in the mosques. 


et’s parentage, birth, and early years chanted by the 
Alim, to a chorus of “Ameen! Ameen! Allah! Allah!” 
from a group of blind men who sit beneath the desk. 
At certain points of the narrative, such as that whick 
describes the great moment of the Prophet’s advent into 
this world, the entire company rise and salaam. After 
the narrative there comes a prayer for the Sultan, as 
Caliph of Islam, and another prayer for the Khedive as 
his viceroy., Then follows a feast, or the symbol of a 
feast, cakes and lemonade being first offered to the Khe- 
dive and afterward handed around. The celebration 
strikes the Christian observer as roughly  wivalent to 
that of the Blessed Sacrament administered on Christ- 
mas morning, and the whole effect of it, I am sorry to 
say, is to leave on the western spectator the unwelcome 
but utterly unconquerable feeling that one way or other 
the ruler of the nation which finds the highest expres- 
sion of its soul in such a ceremony ought to be a 
Moslem. 


The Fighting McCooks. 

Another one of the famous “fighting McCooks” of 
Ohio has been mustered out, reports the Chicago Trib- 
une. The death in a Chicago hospital recalls again this 
famous family, whose military record is unparalleled 


lutionary war closed, Daniel and John McCook saw 
fourteen boys grow up in their two homes to become 
stanch defenders of the Union in the Civil War. Their 
patriotic enthusiasm was accompanied by executive skill 
which brought them shoulder straps, nearly every one 
in the two families, the fathers included, becoming 
officers in the Union army and winning fame by their 
deeds of bravery. 

The Lincoln centennial celebration made familiar 
a touching letter written by the tender-hearted war 


adjutant-general told him that she was the mother of 
five sons who had died in battle as they were fighting 
for their country. Hers was not the only family where 
the boys all went to war. Some of the records show 
astonishing devotion on the part of American youth. 
But there is no family whose military distinction 
reached that of the McCooks. The sure march of time 
is again indicated by the announcement of the death of 
another of the boys at the age of 76. Nearly all have 
heard the last roll call. 


Canned Whale Meat. 

Already quite a trade is done with Japan in canned 
and salted whale meat. The new idea is to start a cam- 
paign to educate the people of European race on the 
undoubted merits.of the new diet. Samples of canned 
whale meat have been distributed from the headquarters 
of the whaling company, and all of those who have tried 
it say that the meat is exceedingly palatable, being 
much tenderer than beef, and greatly resembling it in 
taste. At present tons and tons of whale flesh are used 
in the manufacture of fertilizers, which are one of the 
most valuable by-products of the industry, but it takes 
three tons of flesh to make one of fertilizer, and this 
latter is sold at the rate of 2 cents per, pound.—[Na- 
tional Food Magazine.

W HEN the gladiators of ancient Rome entered for 
turned to Nero and cried: “O Caesar, we who 
are about to die salute thee!” eee 

Like unto them, I, Richard Edwards, also am stand- 
ing on the very threshold of Eternity. For me the world 
has ceased to exist. In a few hours, at most, I shall be 
dead. 

This being a fact, it is but reasonable to’ suppose all 
motives for deceit having been forever removed, that 
this manuscript, which I shall leave to the worid, con- 
tains nothing but the truth. Whether it is believed or 
not, is now a matter of indifference to me, nor am I 
particularly interested in its verification, ‘except such 
be used as a further stimulation to artistic research. 

Such a hope has been the only incentive of my writ- 
ing, the fulfillment of which would not only justify in 
some measure my turbulent life, but also glorify my un- 
timely death. So I, who may be remembered through- 
out the ages, but who am now about to die, salute you. 
I. was born in a littie mining town in the north af 
Michigan, a place of rugged scenery and still more rug- 
ged people, and barren of one incentive toward the life 
I afterward followed. | 

My parents, humble Cornish people from the south of 
Engiand, left me an orphan at the age of 3 years; a 
hard fate, somewhat softened by the fact that they had 
also left me, unincumbered, a million dollars which 
they had amassed by judicious speculation in Michigan 
copper. 

I have beard that there are boys-—and, for that mat- 
ter, men—who find it difficult to decide upon their life 
work. To me such a thing is incomprehensible. From 
the day when I could distinguish one color from an- 
other I wanted to paint, and before I was 9 years old 
I had determined to become an artist. ! 

I cannot now deseribe the feeling which possessed 
me from my earliest remembrance, any more than I 
conld have then resisted it. 

When I say that I had an insatiable craving, a fierce 


longing, an irresistible feverish passion for what is rep- 


resented by the word art, I am conscious that language 
is inadequate to express my real feelings. 

I saw nothing else, heard nothing else, cared for noth- 
ing else; it was my world, my life, my God. In it I 
lived and moved and had my being. 

Many people claim that their first remembrance is of 
their mother’s face. It was not mine. The first thing 
that impressed itself upon my infant consciousness was 
a ray of golden, living light, which fell across my cra- 


“dle as I lay in it just opposite the window of my nur- 


sery. 

Ite sparkling, glittering beauty looked like a vei} of 
softly-waving, goiden tissue, as it radiated warmth and 
light, and, all unknowing as [ was,’it gave me a dis- 
tinct sensation of exquisite pleasure and | stretched my 
tiny hands to grasp it with a cry of delight. 

Ever afterward it was to me the most beautiful thing 
in the world, and its rich, glowing yellow, so mysteri- 
ously pregnant with life, the king of colors. To paint 
the sunlight so:as to fee) the warmth of its ray was one 
of the aspirations of my life. — 

The next remembrance which I have is that of a 

small picture which I have since ascertained hung on 
the wall of the .cook’s room and which in a moment of 
desperation [ had been allowed to handle, in the hope 
of keeping me quiet while my nurse and Bridget chat- 
ted. 
It proved to be a formidable concession, as every day 
afterward, for months, I kicked and screamed to have 
the act repeated, only giving the fagged household some 
peace when they thrust it within my chubby hands. 

It was a cheap print of the Virgin, and the cook, awed 
by my apparent love for it, was convinced that in spite 
of my Methodist ancestry I was destined for a priest 
of Rome. I knew nothing of this, I had not even no- 
ticed the face. All I saw was that wondrous patch of 
crimson, the vivid rose color of the mantle that encir- 
cled the figure, in graceful folds. 

I cared for my toys only as they shone or were tinted, 
their use or mechanism meaning little to me, as I never 
cared to investigate them along those lines. My clothes, 
too, { did not judge by .texture or designed usefulness. 
As long as the color suited me [ wore them; when it 
did not; no power on earth covld make me do so. I car- 


ried a watch, not'to note thetime, but to have the pleas- 


ure of looking at the flash of the crystal and the sheen 
of the gold. 

Well do I remember the first time that [ saw a rain- 
bow. It was an epech in my life. The beauty of its 
delicately-biended colors filled me with a kind of in- 
toxication. In an indescribable ecstacy I reveled in

and the living orange, and what a discovery it was, 
when I found out, by watching the sunlight’ come into

threw myself into my chosen profession with a zeal as, 
unwise as it was weird and unnatural. _ 

I cannot account for this predilection. I have ceased 
trying. As far as I. can find out, my ancestors were the 
sturdy fishermen and miners of old Cornwall, with 
never a leaning toward art in any of its many mani- 
festations. 

I painted constantly. Sometimes, for days, I did not 
leave the studio, which I had fitted up in the garret 
of my home, and when [ did it was but to wander over 
the steep hillsides, seeing nothing in reality, but conjur- 
ing up out of the depths of my vivid imagination strange 
subjects and colors for my future work.

_ FACTS ABOUT THE BIBLE. 
SOME UNCOMMON INFORMATION For STUDENTS 
OF THE GOOD BOOK. 
(Kansas City Star:} The King James Bible contains 
sixty-six books. 
Fourteen apocryphal books of the Bible are recorded. 


The Bible chapters number 1189, of which $29 are in 


the Old Testament and 260 in the New. 


There are 41,173 verses in the King James edition of 
the Bible, 33,214 in the Old, and 7959 in the New Testa- 
ment. 


There are 774,746 words in the Bible, according to the 
figures of Horne, a Scotch student, who spent three 
years counting them. | 

The total number of. letters in the Bible is computed 
by the same authority to be 3,566,480. 

The first printed Greek Testaments were those of 
Erasmus, published at Basel by Froben in 1516. 

The first Biblical illustrative art consisted in the sym- 
bolic frescoes of the Catacombs. 

The earliest Bible pictures were painted on the church 
walls instead of being bound between the book covers. 

A Bible printed in 1810 had a line of semi-Cockney 
dialect in Matthew xiii-43: “Who hath ears let him 
hear.” 

The “Placemakers’ Bible” is so called from a typo- 
graphical error which makes Matt. v:9, read: “Blessed 
are the placemakers” instead of peacemakers. 

The Bug Bible is so cailed because of its rendering of 
Psalm xci:5: “Afraid of bugs by night.”. Our present 
version (A.D., 1651,) reads: “Terrors by night.” 


To celebrate the advance of the printer’s art, particu-. 


larly its increase in speed, a Caxton memorial Bible 
was wholly printed and bound in twelve hours in 1877. 
Only copies were struck off. 

The Geneva version is sometimes called .the 
“Breeches Bible,’ from its rendering of Genesis 1iii:7: 
“Making themselves breeches of fig leaves.”. This trans- 
lation, done by the English exiles at Geneva, was the 
English family Bible during the reign of Elizabeth and 
was supplanted by the version of King James in 1561. 

The Treacle Bible got its name from its rendering of

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Sot SUGGESTIONS IN REGARD to vere 
 WoRrRK FORTHE MONTH. 
By Ernest Brainton. 
HE month of October should be a busy one in all 
California gardens, for it stands much in the same 
relation to us as do April and May in fhe snow- 
bound eastern States. Our dry, rainless period is over 
and ere long the first rains of autumn will wake to 
life every dormant seed, bulb, and plant. Soon our 
whole country will be clothed with beauteous green and 
brilliant blossoms. Our gardening should be so or- 


dered that our cultivated crops will harmonize and keep 
pace with the fullness of vegetative life abott us. 


October is the first “bulb” month of the season, 
though some of our lilies were better planted in Sep- 
tember. Those wishing flowers for spring from St. 
Joseph's lily (Lilium candidum) should not fail to put 
them in at once. In planting these garden sorts, do 
not forget a few of our natives. Two species native to 
Southern California are easily obtained in local stores— 
L. Humboldtii and L. Parryi. The former is orange 
with brown spots and petals rolled back to the stem; 
the latter is pure yellow, fragrant and bell-shaped. In 
planting, it is @ good plan to put a handful of sharp 
sand under all bulbs planted in the fall, for it lessens 


markably favorable to the growth of this class of bulbs. 
The soil where they are grown is sandy, with water a 
short distance below the surface, so that the plants 
are practically secure from drought. Shipments of 
bulbs are made in autumn from Holland to all parts 
of the world.. We usually receive them about October, 
and they are ready to be started for blooming as soon 
as received. The planting should not be long delayed, 
that is, ii must be done during the fall months. Many 
people see flowers of bulbous plants in the spring, and 
send to dealers to purchase the bulbs, only to be dis- 
not understanding that they must be planted 
in the fall. 


The soil for planting bulbs should be in good condi- 
tion, enriched with well-rotted stable manure, or in 
absence of that, with some good fertilizer. 
will bloom even in poor soil, and hyacinths and narcis- 
sus arc frequently bloomed in water, but in good soil 
there is better growth of foliage, and this is favorable 


to better flowers. For growing in water, they are usu- | 


ally put in a shallow bowl and kept in place with peb- 
bles packed about them. A six-inch glass dish or bowl 
will easily hold three bulbs. It is better to keep the 
base of the bulb just above the surface rather than in 
it, as in the latter case, the bulbs will sometimes decay. 
Narcissi are greedy for water, and this is one reason 
‘this method is adopted, though it may as well be grown 
in sdil if abundance of water is supplied.

start. In the case of lily bulbs, it is also best to drop , 


some sand on the top of the bulb; it is much better to 
fill the interstices between the scales with sand than 
to have them full of soil containing decaying vegetable 
matter. 

Of all winter bulbs next to the lilies, the narcissi 
are the writer's favorite, and are only second to the 


lilies In appearance. They are not so stiff and conven- | 
tional as the hyacinths, are tougher, and have a longer | 


period of bloom. Théy will do fairly well in any sofl 


_ and will grow under almost any treatment, though re- 


spondifig nobly to proper caré. No class of bulbs of 
late years has been brought to such a standard of ex- 
cellénce, and the cost of all the best sorts is quite low; 
so if you oncé get a stock you will always have them 
if proper care is taken. Few of the so-called “Dutch” 
bulbs have a finer range of form than this group. From 
the single jondtils and “petticoat” narcissus, through 
the poeticus type to the large trumpets: such as the 
Emperor and Empress, is a pleasing transition of form 
and color.in our most popular family of bulbs. 


Ranunculus have been improved so much of late years 
that they are among the best we can grow. The same 
is true of anemones, and the treatment required in each 
case is the same. Both kinds should be soaked over- 
night before planting to insure success, and plant them 
from one and a half to two inches deep. Sparaxis and 
ixias are very popular, though the flowers are smal] and 
are very easily grown, being so persistent that they 
flower withott care after appearing above ground. 
These shotld be planted about one inch below the sur- 
face. AM the iris are desirable for the ease with which 
they may be grown and the lasting quality of the blos- 
som’. From the showy iris susiana to the many colors 
of the Spanish iris, all are worthy of garden space and 
will give you a constantly-increasing stock of blossoms, 
as they multiply rapidly. 

The principal Dutch bulbs grown In California are 


nyatinths and narcissi, though occasionally a few tulips 


may be seen. This class is called “Dutch” bulbs, not 


because they are natives of Holland, but bécause nearly 


all these bulbs are propagated and grown in Holland.

All listed are worthy of a place in any large 
garden and in properties of considerable size they are 
inaipenet The next few years will see a much 
longer planting of native stock than we have experi- 
enced in the past. Californian plants are good enough 
for any one. 


A Fine Native Shrub. 
Carpentira Californica is the botanical name of a fine 


native shrub with flowers of most unusual beauty, 


white, borne in abundance and altogether the finest 
flowering native shrub next to the Matilija poppy. We 
have grown it very little in the south, but in Central 


California it is a prime favorite in all large gardens 


and in a great many smaller ones. 


Special Sense of Bees. 

The directive sense which is possessed by bees is the 
object of researches made by M. Gaston Bonnier of 
Paris, and he seems to prove that bees possess a special 
sense like that of carrier pigeons. 


Bees can fly for two miles from the hive and are 
then able to return after gathering their supply of 
honey. Langstroth and others suppose that vision comes 
into play and that bees can see for a great distance and 
can also note objects on the way so as to find their 
path. Others, with Dadent, suppose that the bees are 
guided by the sense of smell and that they can smell 
flowers at one and a half miles. 


The author makes experiments to prove that bees 
can return to the hive without either, sight or odor. 
As to sight, he takes bees to a distance of one or two 
miles from the hive in a closed box. They always fly 
back to the hive when released. The same is true when 
so that sight is not essential. 
As regards odor, experiments seem to prove that bees 
perceive odors at only short distances. When a needle 
dipped in either is brought near the head if the bee, 
it shows signs of perceiving the odor, but not so when 
the needle is placed back of him or near other organs. 

Besides, when the organs of smell (antennae) are re- 
moved entirely, the bees will return to the hive. M. 
Bonnier makes the following experiment. At 600 feet 
from the hive he places a supply of syrup, 
and the bees soon find it, proceeding to and 
fro to the hivé. Such bees he marks with greén- 
colored powder. He then places a second supply of 
syrup at the same distance from the hive, but spaced 
at twenty feet from the former. Other bees are now 
engaged in the to-and-fro movement to this point, but 
these are not the same individuals as the green- 
marked bees, who are still working on the first supply, 
and he marks these in red. 

We have thus two distinct sets of bees, and we seé 
that they can dfistingtish two diréctions which form a 
very acute angle. We seem to have hére a special direc- 
tive sense which does not reside in the antennae, but 
probably in the cerebroid ganglia. Ober facts may be 
cited in evidence of the directive sensé of bees.—[Scien- 
tific American.

Sccpe of Examination, 
HE first announcement of the State Board of Horti- 


cultural Examiners has. been given to the public in 
the form of a notice that examinations will be held in 


four of the southern counties early next month. Ex- 


aminations will be conducted as follows: Los Angeles 
county, October 6; San Bernardino county, October 7; 
Riverside county, October 8; Orange county, October 9. 

Required by the new law to publish with this no- 
tice the scope of examination, the board has di- 
vided it into six departments: Practical knowledge of 
insect pests and plant diseases in the county; best meth- 
ods of controlling insect pests and diseases; orchard 
practice and general horticultural conditions in the 
couaty; technical knowledge of life history and habits 


of destructive and beneficial insects; quarantine work 
in county and State; 


administration of the office of 
County Horticultural Commissioner and knowledge of 
the horticultural laws of the county and State. 

This is certainly a comprehensive scope, and it should 
not be difficult to frame a set of questions to each divi- 
sion that would determine the qualification of each appli- 
cant for this important office. The board has not indi- 
cated the relative attention that is to be given these 
subjects. This will be known wheh the questions are 
given out at the examinations. It has been intended 
that a different set of questions will be prepared for 


4 each county, as the Board of Examiners is anxious to 


fit each examination to the loca! conditions found in dif- 
ferent parts of the State. At least 80 per cent. of the 
questions must be correctly answered to entitle an ap- 
plicant to a certificate. The board is making prepara- 


«tions to hold examinations in another string of counties 


soon. 


Large Olive Crop. 

HE OROVILLE RBGISTER says that. indications 

point to the fact that the. olive crop this year will be 
large, with the fruit. running to good sizes. The yield 
will probably not be as large as that of two years ago, 
when the limbs of trees were weighted to the very 
ground by the fruit. The increased size of the fruit 
will, however, much more than compensate for the over- 
production which characterized crop conditions of two 
years ago. Prices will probably be good, particularly 
for large olives. The demand for fancy olives is in- 
creasing by leaps and bounds, and hence large and well- 
formed fruit will be in even greater demand than it 
has been in previous years. Not only is the demand for 
ripe olives increasing, but there is also an insistent 


demand for pickled green olives, particularly so for the 
best brands. E. E. Potter of Palermo intends to branch 
out on a large scale in picking green olives. An ex-

Big Citrus Nursery. 
HE prestige of Los Angeles county as the possessor 


of the largest: citrus nursery in the world is to be | 


disputed by Tulare county. This spring will witness 
the planting of 500,000 seedling orange trees at Porter- 
ville in addition to 125,000 now growing for the same 
nurseryman. Mr. Charles Buswell is the projector of 


this great nursery enterprise and expects to spend $30,- 


000 in planting and improvements upon his place. It is 
said the lands upon which this big enterprise will de- 
velop are free from frost and especially adapted to the 
growing of nursery stock. Mr. Buswell already has a 
market for a great number of his trees, as he will plant 


a large citrus orchard himself. So many predictions | 


have gone wrong in the matter of oversupplying the 
tree market that I leave the facts above noted without 
comment. 
* 

Orange Increase. 

HERE seems to be at least one section of the citrus 

belt where a heavier crop will be harvested the com- 
ing season than that of the last. Butte coutty reports 
an increase of 40 per cent. over that of the season just 
closing. This should bring the output up to about 600 
carloads for this county if the estimate is correct. The 


acreage in this district does not seem to be increasing | 


though the quality of oranges grown in Butte is very 
fine. I think this county has reached its present output 
in past years. It is a miniature of the whole State 
which swings around the 30,000 mark every year, but 
rarély swings to the other side. 


Nursery Regulation. 

KNOW of no lessdn in horticulture regarding the 

control of plant diseases more to the point than of 
the control of peach yellows in the State of Michigan. 
Some of our nurserymen and florists become restless 
under restrictions that have been found necessary to 
protect our fruit industries, forgetting that their busi- 
ness would soon suffer if all restrictions and quaran- 
tine work were removed. The California horticultural 
quarantine service has had trouble for many years with 
eastern nurserymen desiring to ship trees into this State 


from districts in which peach yellows was present. The | 


lesson for them, and for our home nurserymen is this: 
In proportion to the control of insect pests and plant 
diseases the sale of nursery stock increases. 


In 1874 the orchards of, Berrien county, Michigan, | 


contained 654,000 peach trees. About this time the rav- | 


ages of peach yellows began. Sixteen years later thé 
disease had killed fourteen out of every fifteen trees in 
the county. Meantime all kinds of regulations had 
been applied, the effects being felt immediately the con- 
trol became apparent. The result of these radical meas- 
ures increased the orchard trees by the year 1900 to 923,- 
000. In 1890 the number had been reduced by disease 


to 42,000 the lowest in the history of the county since’ 


1860. 

In Botetourt county, Virginia, where repressive meas- 
ures have not been adopted, the number of peach trees 
has been reduced from 130,000 in 1890, to 30,000 at the 
present time. It will be noticed from the above figures 
that the nurserymen sold to the Miehigan-county grow- 
ers between 1890 and 1900 at least 880,000 peach trees, 
while the Virginia nurserymen lost their peach-tree 
trade altogether. Another lesson from the experiences 
of the two counties is that California should continue 
to guard against the introduction of diseased nursery 
stock. Our people should: buy of their own nursery- 
men. 

Land Payments, | 

S was to be expected, settlers with smal] means who 

have settled on the government irrigation projects 
are having difficulty in meeting their payments. A pri- 
vate corporation can extend credit or modify terms; but 
a public offictal has no such authority. The law pre- 
scribes what the settler must do, fixes the extreme limit 
within which payments must be made, and if they are 
not made, the water must be shut off, no matter what 
the circumstances or how much sympathy the officials 
may have with the delinquent. The invariable practice 
of the government in dealing with individuals is to get 
pay in full before any service is delivered. By possibly 
a strained construction of the law in the interest of 
the. settle, credit is being extended on the 
first payment for construction for one year to en- 
able the settler to make the payment fn each year from 
the products of the irrigation of that year; but that 
means a reguiar yearly payment after the first year. 
The payment of the maintenance charge for the year 


is required before water is furnished.—[San Francisco:

It 
bas passed through the heating stage, hence there is 
eo danger of injury to the growing plants from that 
source. For very tender plants, no other kind should 
be used. But manure which has been allowed to de- 
eompose has lost a part of its fertility, and fertilizing

Pecan Crop Reduced. | 
HE prospects for an abundant pecan crop not only in 


Texas, but in Northern Mexico, which existed a | 


month ago, have fallen off more than 50 per cent., ac- 
cording to advices received by local buyers. It is stated 
that a good yield in some localities is still promised, 
but that the crop will fall far short of a normal one. 
The extreme heat which prevailed for a week or more 
about the middie of August had a blighting effect upon 
the pecan trees and the immature nuts have fallen off, 
this shedding amounting to 30 to 50. per cent., it is 
claimed. The crop along the Colorado, San Saba and 
Liano rivers is almost an entire failure. A good yield 
is promised along the Nueces, Guadalupe, San Antonio 
and Frio rivers. It is stated that in the Uvalde terri- 
tory, which is usually the best pecan-producing part 
of Texas, a fairly good yield will be obtained, but this 
will be more than offset by the failwre of the crop in 
the Liano, San Saba and San Angelo sections. The 
more southern pecan territory of the State alsd suf- 
fered from the unusual weather conditions.

AVING disposed of the question of muzzling dogs 
Hi. Los Angeles City Council will next take up the 
question of muzzling—or suppressing—bipeds who smoke 
on street cars. An ordinance to this effect will be con- 
sidered by the Council on Tuesday afternoon next. 
It is astonishing to what an extent the unnatural 
practice of smoking tobacco prevails, for. the inhaling 
of the smoke of a weed that makes you sick at first is 
certainly an exceedingly unnatural practice—far more 
so, for instance, than the consumption of alcoholic bev- 
erages. It is said that more than one-half of the hu- 
man race, including men, women and children, consume 
tobacco in some form. This would almost appear to 
indicate that the appetite for tobacco is some natural 
craving on the part of human beings. Yet this is diffi- 
cult to suppose. Natural or unnatural, however, the 
craving is almost universal. On the battlefield, or in 
the hospital, the dying pangs of many a soldier have 
been soothed by a cigar or a pipe of tobacco. : 
In the United States, tobacco smoking is mainly con- 
fined to the male sex. This is not the case in Europe, 
or in Asia. On the continent of Europe, smoking is 
quite general among women of the upper classes, in- 
cluding members of royal families, and in Southern 
Europe it is common among women of all classes. So 
common is the habit of smoking on the continent of 
Europe that you may in Germany see cars labeled “For 
Non-smokers.” In England, the smoking of cigarettes 
by women has spread rapidly of late. They are even 
turning to cigars. A recent London letter told how 
fashionable women are rapidly taking to the smoking 
of cigars, in place of cigarettes, led by Lady Dorothy 
Neville, a sprightly girl 90 years of age, who invariably 
smokes a fat cigar after lunch and dinner. Receritly 
an English spinster of 60 years of age was detained at 
Ellis Island because she had smoked Turkish cigarettes 
on the way. She naturally protested against such an 
interference with personal liberty which would not have 
been possible in Europe. As she said: “America is 
erude and uncultured in not recognizing a woman’s 
right to smoke if she pleases.” 
In freland, elderly females among the peasantry com- 
. monly smoke short clay pipes. In the United States 
_ comparatively few women smoke. In some parts of 

the South they have a horrible habit of eating snuff, 
which is certainly much more objectionable than the 
smoking of a perfumed cigarette. : 

In Switzerland, at a railway station, the editor of 
the Care of the Body has seen a gipsy woman offer her 
dark-skinned infant a suck at her cigarette between 
nibbles at her tawny breast. And the infant seemed to 
like it, too, . 

In the old country, members of the clergy, even those 
of the strictest denominations, commonly smoke their 
cigar or pipe. Some'of the more liberal-minded clergy- 
men in this country—at least those, of the Episcopal, 
Catholic, and Unitarian churches—do the same: In a 
recent newspaper article, Clara Morris told how she 
and her mother entertained the late Bishop Potter for 
an afternoon at her residence. Here is an extract:

There is much to be said against smoking, and some- 
thing to be said for it. Those who preach against the 
use of the weed are guilty of many gross exaggerations, 
as are those who preach against the use of alcoholic 
beverages, and in this way they do more harm than 
good. They tell us how little nicotine it takes to kill 
a cat, ignoring the fact that thousands upon thousands 
of men and women have lived to the century mark who 
have smoked all their lives—some of them all day 
long. In fact, it appears that a majority of those who 
become centenarians have been accustomed to the use 
of tobacco. 

Of late, scientists claim to have discovered that nico- 
tine is not the chief offender in tobacco. Some claim

that it plays quite a minor part. In the milder tobacco, 
such as Turkish tobaccos, especially are there other, 
and more deadly poisons, like prussic acid. It appears, 
however, that the leading culprit is carbon monoxide, 
a gas formed during smoking. Following is an article | 
published in “Indian Public Health:” 

“Ever since its introduction, the question of the 
harmfulness of tobacco smoking has been much de- 
bated by all classes, and in spite of the most power- 
ful denouncement of it by professional men, it has con- 
tinued to be used all over the world. The general con- 
sensus is that moderation is not harmful, and in some 
cases, beneficial; of course, moderation must be used 
relatively to the individual. The environment is im- 
portant, e.g., all know that more tobacco can be tol- 
erated in the open air, and when one is leading an open- 
air life than with confinement and sedentary habits. 
Nicotine has generally been regarded as the powerful 
poison causing the harmful effects of smoking, but it 
is now known that the greater part of nicotine is 
destroyed in the combustion of the tobacco, and very 
little, indeed, escapes into the system. It is also known 
that pyridine is a powerful poison and enters in con- 
siderable quantities into the body. More recently it 
has been récognized that tobacco smoke contains a large 
proportion of carbon monoxide gas, which is exceed- 
ingly poisonous, and enters into combination with the 
hemoglobin of the blood and produces prolonged effects. 

“The Lancet recently gave some interesting facts 
proving that the disagreeable effects of tobacco smoking 
were due to carbon monoxide, and not to any agents of 
the drug. Therein it is stated that one ounce of to- 
bacco, when smoked, gives as much as one to four 
pints of carbon monoxide gas in the form of a cigar- 
ette, while the same amount smoked in a pipe gives 
two and a half to five pints of the gas, seeming to 
make out the pipe to be more injurious. As a matter 
of fact, it must be considered that smoke from a pipe 
{is very rarely inhaled, while that from a cigarette is 
invariably inhaled, and hence the cigarette is still the 
more harmful. Dizziness, shortness of breath and car- 
diac disturbance are symptoms found when tobacco is 
smoked in excess, and these, too, are also produced by 
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carbonic monoxide. Ag small a quantity as 0.17 per 
cent., when mixed with air, causes distress, and so we 
can understand how in pure air smoking is less injuri- 
ous. Thus to carbonic monoxide gas must be laid the 
cause of the distressful symptoms of excessive smok~ 
ing, and of the effects of foul tobacco air in ill-ventila- 
ted railway carriages. The moral is obvious, and the 
preventive measures easy.” 


It is only of late years that occidentals have been in 
the habit of smoking much in public. There is an old 
story about a woman who was asked by a man whether 
she objected to his smoking. To which she is reported 
to have replied: “I do not know, sir. No gentlemen 
ever smoked in my presence.” She would scarcely be 
able to say that truthfully nowadays. 


Besides the women—a great majority of whom, in this 
country, do not smoke—the non-smoking minority of 
males have rights that should be respected. A gentle- 
man will always be careful not to incommode others 
when he smokes in public. Unfortunately, however, all 
males who appear in public are not “gents” any more 
than all the women we meet on the street cars are “real 
loidies”—specially those who hold their noses up in 
the air when they accept a car seat from a male trav- 
eler, who often whispers to himself: “Never more.” 
The perfect man is aimost as rare as the — woman. 
Here is a piece of unidentified doggerel: as 


“There is a man who never drinks, 
Nor smokes, nor chews, nor swears; ~ 
Who never gambles, never flirts, 
And shuns all sinful snares— | 

‘He's paralyzed! 


“There is a man who never does 

A thing that is not right; 

His wife can tell just where he is 

At morning, noon and night— 
He’s dead!” 

That is all right, so far as it goes, but how did she 
know where he was? If he did not smoke here, he may 
be smoking in the hereafter. 

Among other things, tobacco smoking to excess in- 
jures the heart, the nerves, and the eyesight. It also 
interferes seriously with breathing, and should, there- 
fore, be shunned by those who have weak lungs. It in- 
creases the nervousness which it is used to allay. The 
fact that all athletic trainers forbid their ‘pupils to 
use tobacco shows that it is injurious, for these people 
have no sentimental prejudices. The Phoenix Repub- 
lican recently told of the achievements of an Indian, 
still living in the Territory, known as “Slim Jim,” a 
Maricopa. He was formerly employed to run between 
Phoenix and Prescott, to carry dispatches, always mak- 
ing the run of 122 miles “between sun and sun,” re- 
turning on the following day. Not long ago, he was in 
Phoenix, and was asked if he would not like to get into 
a Marathon. He replied: “No run ‘em now. Too many 
cigarettes.” 

Cigarettes are particularly harmful, first, because they 
are commonly used by the young; secondly, because they 
may conveniently be used with great frequency, thirdly, 
because the smoke is often inhaled, and fourthly, be- 
cause some of them contain a trace of opium. 

The effect of tobacco on the individual depends largely 
on circumstances. Smoking is much more harmfu] to 
@ nervous person of sedentary habits than to a phleg- 
matic man who works with his hands in the open air. 
The former wil) easily get into the habit of smoking 
nearly al) the time, feeling unable to do his work when 
he is not sucking at a pipe or cigar, even if the cigar is 
not lit. 

Whatever may be thought in regard to smoking, there 
can be no question whatever that smoking by the young 
is an unmitigated evil. Smoking by undeveloped boys 
stunts them mentally, physically, and morally. The 
practice is forbidden in some States. It should be ab- 
solutely forbidden in all well-regulated States. [t is 
true that you cannot hope to make a man virtuous by 
act of Legislature, but you can, to a certain extent, di- 
rect the actions of the young, whose minds and bodies 
are as yet in a formative condition. To this extent, 
therefore, the anti-cigarette movements are deserving of 
encouragement and support. 

As stated, there is something to be said on both sides 
of this question. To be forbidden to smoke on his way 


-to his place of work, or on his way home, is a hard- 


ship to the poor man who, perhaps, has no chance dur- 
ing the day, except at the lunch hour, while his wealthy 
employer can smoke all day long if he pleases. At the 
same time, it is undoubtedly objectionable for non- 
smokers of either sex—and even for a smoker—to have 
the fumes of an ill-burning cigar or pipe wafted into 
the nostrils. It is not very easy to segregate the fumes 
of tobacco on a moving car. The forbidding of smoking 
On street cars would not be a novel idea, such a rule 
being in effect in some other cities of the United States, 
either entirely or in part. 

Smoking is described as a delightful sedative, and 
many writers have written sonnets in praise of My Lady 
Nicotine. She “is, however, a deceptive hussy, this 
same Lady. When you boil down the whole question, 
it comes about to this: The non-smoker is as comfort- 
able when he has no cigar or pipe as the smoker is 
when he is enjoying his pipe or cigar. On the other 
hand, the smoker, when deprived of his pipe or cigar, 
is miserable. Therefore, it is easy to see that the 
smoker is badly handicapped. 

If, however, you must smoke—or think you must— 
there are a few precautions you may observe so as to 
minimize the ill effects of the practice. The best thing 
to smoke is a light, domestic cigar, or stogie, smoking 
only two-thirds of the length. You may easily fore-

For those who wish to give up smoking, the best way 
is to gradually cut down the number of cigars or pipes 
consumed. Begin by smoking nothing until afternoon, 
and then make the time a little later, week by week, 
until; perhaps, you content yourself with a cigar or 
pipe after the evening meal, or when you go out to a 
banquet, or to visit a friend. 

If you really want to give up smoking altogether, a 
good way is to adopt for a time a bland, non-irritat- 
ing diet, such as fruit alone, or milk with a little swie- 
back, but no sugar. Have you ever noticed how, after 
a meal of this kind, you have no marked craving for a 
cigar, even if you are a confirmed smoker, but after 
you have made a fermenting vat of your stomach with 
a French dinner ranging from coextail to black coffee, 
your yearning for a smoke is almost uncontrollable? 
This is because the lining of the stomach is highly in- 
flamed and must be soothed with dope, just as misguided 
parents give a crying infant morphine, under the name 
of “soothing syrup.”

If they smoke to excess, let them cut down the amount 
they consume.
